Washington, D. C., July 2.—[Spe- 
clal.J—-While senate leaders tonight 
were preparing to put through the sen- 


ate tomorrow a resolution limiting to 


$25,000 the nomination expenses of 
senatorial candidates, the special in- 
vestigating committee turned the spot- 
light on the financing of the Repub 
lican and Democratic campaign com- 
mittees in the election contest now in 
progress. 

From the testimony elicited by Sen- 
ator Reed [Dem., Mo.], chairman of 


the committee, it appears that the 
Republicans contemplate expending 


‘between $400,000 and $450,000 in elect- 
ing senators and congressmen, while 


the Democrats are bankrupt and don’t 
know how much money they can raise. 
Democrais in Debt, Shaver Says. 

Clem Shaver, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic national committee, testified 
that after the last presidentidl] cam- 
paign the Democratic organization 
was $300,000 in debt. Since then it 
has paid about half this debt and now 
has an empty cash box and no funds 
in sight, no budget, and no plans for 
raising money in this campaign. 

Senator Reed apparently had heard 
that the Republicans had a big slush 
fund and had budgeted its contem- 
plated expenditures. He tried to cork- 
screw an admission of this out of Sena- 
tor William M. Butler of Massachu- 
setts, chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee. But Mr. Butler knew 
of no fund and of no budget. He had 
discussed the plans for the election of 
Republican senators and congressmen 
with the chairman of the Republican 
senatorial-and congressional campaign 
committees, but the discussion had not 
turned on money. 

Butler Denies Appeal for Fund. 

“Haven't you discussed 
$1,500,000 for this campaign?” Senator 
Reed demanded. 

Senator Butler answered in the nega- 
tive and denied that any letters had 
gone out appealing for a $1,500,000 
fund. 

“Did you and Phipps, Deneen, and 
other members of the senatorial cam- 
paign committee breakfast at the 
White House?’ asked Réed. 

Yes,”’ replied Butler.

The resolution limiting primary ex- 
penditures of candidates for the senate 
is intended to counteract the unfav- 
orable public impression created by the 
revelation of enormous funds poured 
out to influence the result of the Re- 
publican primary in Pennsylvania and 
by the reports that slush funds almost 
as large would be uncovered by the in- 
vestigating committee when it gets to 
delving into the Republican primary 
in Illinois, 

Accept Needy Slush Curb Plan. 

’ With a view to minimizing the dam- 
age the Republican leaders today ac- 
cepted with slight modification the 
resolution offered by Senator Neely, 
[Dem. W. Va.], limiting primary ex- 
penditures hereafter to $25,000. 

Inasmuch as the resolution is not 
retroactive it could not be invoked to 
exclude either William S. Vare, Re- 
publican nominee for senator from 
Pennsylvania, or Frank L. Smith, Re- 
publican nominee for ‘senator from 
lilinois, if they should be elected. It 
would not apply to the expenditures 
in the seven other primaries already 
held but it would apply to more than 
a score of primaries yet to be held 
this year. . 

The resolution applies to primaries 
only for the reason that the Jaw al- 
ready limits expenditures of candi- 
dates for the senate and house in gen- 
eral elections to $10,000. 


Due to Newberry Case. 

The necessity for the senate acting 
to limit primary expenses is due to 
the Supreme court decision in the 
Newberry case declaring that con- 
gress lacks the power to regulate pri- 
maries. That condition knocked out 
the provision of the corrupt practices 
act relating to primaries and the enor- 
mous expenditures in Pennsylvania 
and Illinois were the result of taking 
off the lid. , 

But while the constitution does not 
empower congress to regulate pri- 
maries, according to the Supreme 
court, it does authorize each house to 
be judge of qualifications of its own 
members. Either house may, there- 
fore, exclude a person from its mem- 
bership €or spending too much money 
or for spending no money, or for hav- 
ing red hair. Therefore, under this 
clause of the constitution there re- 
mains the only possible authority for 
congress interfering in primary elec- 


tions. 
Two Proposals Made. 

There were two proposals before the 
rules committee to reach primary ex- 
penditures under this clause. Senator 
Neely [Dem., W. Va.] proposed a reso- 
lution declaring the sense of the sen- 
ate that a senator-elect be disqualified 
to sit in the body if he exceeded the 
expenditure limit. Senator La Follette 
[Rep., Wis.] proposed a new senate 
rule to accomplish the same purpose. 
The Republican leaders were opposed 
to proposing a new rule and therefore 
accepted the Neely suggestion.

RENEW WAR 


PEKING, July 2.—(#)—aActive war- 
fare is an immediate prospect or al- 
ready has bégun northwest and west 
of Peking, after comparative quiet. 
The allied forces of Marshals Chang 
Tso-lin of Manchuria and Wu Pei-fu 
of the central provinces, who domi- 
nate the north China situation, have 
begun a general advance against the 
national armies as the beginning of 4 
campaign designed to wipe out the 
enemies they recently forced to retire 
from the capital. Marshal Wu is .di- 
recting operations. 

One allied army, under Gen. Tien 
Wei-chun, already was moving today 
toward Nankow pass, a strong posi- 
tion 26 miles northwest of the capital, 
with Hwailai, 20 miles beyond Nan- 
kow and within the enemy lines, as its 
objective. Plans call for the occupa- 
tion of Hwailai within three days. 

A second allied army, commanded 
by Marshal Chi Hsieh-yuan, Marshal 
Wu's principal Meteunant, is prepar- 
ing to advance against Yuchow, in 
Chihli province, 100 miles west of Pe- 
king, near the border of Shansi prov- 
ince. 

The national armies, former masters 
of the capital, under their founder, 
Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang, hold a line 
stretching roughly from Nankow to 
Yuchow, with the Kalgan-Tatung rail- 
way at their backs. They have short- 
ened their lines of defense and are re- 
ported to be well entrenched at all 
points. (Feng recently gave up com- 
mand and is now believed to be in 
Moscow.) 

Marshal Wu's headquarters have 
been set up in a train at Changhsien- 
tien junction, just outside Peking. 

Marshal Chang’s young son is report- 
ed to be mobilizing a large fleet of air- 
planes at Tientsin for use in the gen- 
eral advance. 


Republicans were in agreement with 
Senator Reed on this point. but there 
was opposition from the Democratic 
members, who already are prociaim- 
ing that they will not seat Vare if they’ 
win control of the senate in Novem- 
ber.

is quoted as asserting that the expen- 
diture of money in the Pennsylvania 
primary was no more indefensible than 
the methods employed by southern 
Democrats to prevent Negroes from 
voting. That made the Democratic 
members hot under the collar and an 
angry colloquy ensued. In the end 
Reed withdrew his amendment aimed 
at the south and the committee agreed 
to insert the word “‘ hereafter.” 


BAD LOANS CLOSE 


IN SOUTH FLORIDA 


Miami, Fla., July 2.—(#)—Three 
local banks suspended operations, a 
‘financial institution at Dania closed 
its doors, and a Hollywood bank wea- 
thered a heavy withdrawal of funds 
today. 

The bank at Coconut Grove and 
the Bank of Buena Vista failed to 
open for business, and the Bank of 
Little River closed after a run of an 
hour’s duration. The Bank of Dania 
suffered a similar Withdrawal of funds 
and ceased operations shortly before 
noon. At the same time the Bank of 
Hollywood withstood a brief run. 

The Bank of Buena Vista and the 
Bank of Coconut Grove announced 
they were actuated in ciosing by a 
desire to consefve its urces and 
to protect its depositors to the fullest 
extent. 

The Bank of Little River announce1 
that it was sound and in good shepe, 
and that it had in excess of $290,000 
in cash in its vaults and a reserve 
greater than forty percent. 

The Bank of Dania announced that 
a readjustment would be made that 
would enable it to reopen.

‘With the announcement that the 
gifts would be made today, it became 
known that the supreme council of the 
order has refused the proposition made 
by the Hoover Real Estate syndicate, 
which offered to place 1,000 acres of 
Florida land on the west coast at the 
disposal of the Moose fo build new 
homes for both Mooseheart and Moose- 
haven.

MOST. 


Senator Nye of North Dakota, who has just won 


the Republican nomination, says that his state 
“presents the new burdens piled on the masses by 


this last session of congress.” We hope his suc- 
cess is not evidence that North Dakota is taken 
in by that sort of hokum. We know North Dakota 
resents what the west generally resents, and we 
share in that resentment. But it doesn't resent 
the piling of new burdens on the masses because 
new burdens have not been piled on the masses. 
The grounds+of dissatisfaction with the -out- 


‘going congress are good grounds, having nothing 


whatever to do with the buncombe Senator Nye 
permits himself to give forth, and it is a great pity 
that some western states have seemed to give 
countenance to such buncombe and to exaggera- 
tion and irrational policies by their preference at 
the polls for the radical and loose talker. This 
has discredited the fair claims of the west and the 
intelligence of the west, and it will continue to 
cbscure understanding of our problems and legiti- 
mate needs, both in the east and at home. The 
great majority of our people of the west are of 
good sense and spirit, conservative and substan- 
tial. They ought to be able to choose representa- 
tives at Washington who represent these qualities 
and therefore can command general respect for 
western thought and regard for western demands. 
The men who have assumed to represent western 
discontent talk in the lingo of the European radi- 
cal and the city Red. They have given the im- 
pression that the west generally is broke mentally 
and morally, its people squalling for help, its eco- 
nomic activities bankrupt. The facts so clearly 
give the lie to this calamity howling that there is 


a reaction against us and our real claims to a 


Square deal are discounted and put aside. 

We need a new leadership for the west. La 
Follettism in its later socialistic stage, farmer- 
laborism, Nonpartisan leaguism, the bellowings 
of the Brookharts and the Magnus Johnsons have 
got the farmers and the west nothing we neéd or 
want. It has got us the reputation for unreason- 
able complaint and'‘for not knowing what is the 
matter with us or how to cure it. It has con- 
vinced the east that we are full of scrambled 


-notions borrowed from European radicalism and 


that we are bent upon imposing upon the country 
demoralizing experiments in Socialist panaceas. 
Of course, we shall get nothing out of such a 
Situation but trouble for ourselves and for all gon- 
cerned, perpetual ferment and repeated disappoint- 
ment of our just demands. We blame the east 
for its neglect of our needs, for its unsympathetic 
and shortsighted treatment, but we say to our 
fellow westerners of town and country, of farm 
end factory, that it is very largely our own fault. 
As long as we send men of half baked ideas and 
irresponsible utterance to Washington to misrep- 
resent the sane and solid citizenship of the west 
we have no one but ourselves to blame when we 
are misunderstood and defeated of. our rational 
demands. Until we choose a leadership which de- 


’ serves the respect of the nation we shall not have 


that respect.

PRODUCING FOOD. 


Forty thousand New York garment makers, 
cloaks, suits, and dresses, have struck, hitting the 
industry just as it was about to enter its busy sea- 
gon. The demand is for a forty hour week, with a 
guaranty of thirty-six weeks’ work a year. The 
workers had a forty-eight hour week when they 
struck. 

Their demand for a minimum guaranty for the 
year is to shorten the unemployment season, but 
their demand for less time each ’week is to reduce 
production. That increases costs and prices. The 
industry is in the protéction of the tariff. 

The western farmer who supplies the food for 
the makers and wearers of the dresses makes a day 
of it that begins about 4 in the morning and ends 
when he goes to bed. The eastern workers are 
thinking of how little they can do. That is an idea 
of the workers in British industry. The American 
farmer is thinking of how little he gets regardless 
of how much he does. 

It i# natural that the thing does not set very 
well. Industry and agriculture are inierdependent 
and illustrations which increase the farmer's sense 
of inji stice in the scheme are damaging to proper 
relationship. They may promote unwise political 
action with unfortunate economic results.

BRAZIL'S LEAGUE ACTION APPROVED. 
[Scranton (Pa.) Republican.) 

It is worthy of attention that most American news- 
papers are commending the action of Brazil in with- 
drawing from the league of nations after its claims, 
| which did not meet with league approval, had precipi- 
tatgd what was termed a crisis. | 

Brazil is a country of vast territory, larger than the 
United States, so extensive in fact that much of it is 
practically an unexplored wilderness, offering pos- 
wibilities which baffle the imagination. Its future is 
problematical, but\Wts peaceful intentions always have 
been clear to the world. 

Whether it will wax great during the lives of people 
now living no one can accurately predict. That it will 
grow in world importance during the passing years is 
unquestioned. 

Brazi! has great problems, but they are of the new 
world and not Buropean. She has gained nothing 
from membership in the league and has really neg- 
lected her own interests in general diplomacy because 
of the time devoted to league matters. 

Recently the sentiment of the country has been 
sounded and it has been found that it strongly favors 
the course of the government in withdrawing from 
the league. In its decision te aveid Buropean en- 
tanglements Brazil has followed the United States and 
will) find few critics here. 

Countries in the western hemisphere wil] better 
gerve their own interests by adhesion to a Pan- 
American union than by embroiling themselves in 
continuous European tempésts which can serve few if 
any interests on his side of the Atiantic and which 
may mean much trouble in the immediate and distazt 
future.

Milk always 
contains bacteria and a great many of 
them. If the milk has been properly 


attractive, more useful, is a good thing for Chicago. | protectdd none of these is the bacterium 


which produces such diseases as con- 
sumption and typhoid fever. But even 
the bacteria which do not cause diseases 
of certain kinds must live on the food 
around them and must pour their prod- 
ucts into the fluids in which they are. 

For instance, the bacteria which sour 
milk live on certain ingredients of milk 
and manufacture acid which sours it. 
Sour milk differs somewhat ‘in composi- 
tion and in digestibility from unsoured 
milk. This is an illustration of bacterial 
action which, on the whole, improves the 
product. There are other kinds of bac- 
terial action in milk which harm the 
product, especially so when the milk is to 
be consumed by infants. | 

A clean thermos bottle serves to keep” 
milk where it was when it went into the 
bottle, so far as temperature‘ is con- 
cerned. If that temperature is one at 
which bacteria grow well, the increase 
of these plants in a day will be enor- 
mous. Ninety-elght to one hundred de- 
grees Fahrenheit is the temperature at 
which growth will be most rapid. Milk 
should never be heated’to that tempera- 
ture and then put into a thermos bottle ; 
let us say that is agreed to. 

The next question is What will be the 
effect of chilling milk and then putting 
it into the bottle. The answer is that 
such a practice has evergthing to com- 
mend it. 

Milk chilled to 50 degrees and then put

into a clean chilled thermos bottle will 


“keep in good co enough to 

feed to a baby—for several days; chilled 
to 40 it should keep for more than & 
week, long enough to travel across the 
continent and back. A thermos bottle 
will keep cold milk better than any 
household refrigerator; even better than 
a packing house refrigerater. There 
will be some bacterial increase, but it 
will be very slow. Even milk chilled 
to 60 will keep well for a night and @ 
day, ided the inside of thé thermos 
bottle first cleaned and chilled. 


The next question is as to the possibil- 
ity of keeping hot milk im good. condi- 
tion In a thermos bottle. Bacteria do 
not grow in hot milk. It might be feas- 
ible to keep a feeding or two for the 
baby in good condition in a thermos bot- 
tle for perhaps twelve hours at a tem- 
perature of say 115 degrees Fahrenheit. 
If so, the mixtures for one or two night 
feedings or a similar number of day 
feedings might be made up, heated to, 
say, 115 degrees, and put into a clean 
thermos bottle while hot. The mixture 
could then be cooled a little and used. 
We need more information on this last 
point, but I think such milk ought to 
be safe.

2. If the dssignment covers only a portion 
of your wages then, apparently, your em- 
ployer cou}d take advantage of the common 
law principle that a creditor has no right 
to increase the complexity of his debtor's 
obligation by partial assignments which 
weuld have the effect of obligating the 
debtor to meet several obligations where 
he had entéred into but one, Transactions 
of this type are commonly mere substitutes 
for a loan and if upon this theory they 
would be usurious they might be resisted ia 
part upon this ground. We are informed 
that the Chicago railroads have collectively 
afreed to ignore notices of such partial as- 
gignments of wages.

Washington, D. C., July 2.—(Spe- 
cial, )}—President Coolidge today signed | 
the $140,000,000 five year army air ex.| 
pansion bill and appointed F. Trubee: 
Davison of New York as assistant sec- | 
cretary of war to supervise its ad-| 
ministration. | 

The army expansion measure is a 
companion measure to the civil avia- 
tion and the navy air expansion bills, 
both of which already have been signed | 
by the President. All three, in accord.’ 
ance with the provisions of the Mor- 
row air board report, provide for the 
appointment of assistant secretaries to 
Supervise the expenditure of funds to 
be allotted by congress and foster avia- 
tion development. : 


1,800 Serviceable Planes. 


As the new army aviation measure 
was signed, it provides an air corps 
for the army and an authorization for 
sufficient funds to assure an air force 
of ag least 1,800 serviceable airplanes. 
Provision is made for the purchase of 
Spare parts, and such airships and 
blimps as are needed for the service. 

It is planned to build the air corps 
up to a strength of 16,000 enlisted 
men, about one-seventh of the size of 
the whole army, but this cannot be 
done without congressional appropria- 
tions and the approval of President 
Coolidge.

“If the court please, we have a 
“motion to present to vacate the court’s 
order dismissing the cause of Trude 
versus Savage, and we are prepared 
to submit many authorities to support 
our position. We——” The lawyer got 
no further.

“In so many cases the offense is 
really and directly attributable to 
moonshine ’’ he said. “It is indtrectly 
attributable to it in many more. We 
sometimes find the man who rides 
around in a fine auto and sells it, but 
that is seldom.” —

Chicago Pastor, 84, 
Teaches Democracy 
to German Youths 


| As fiatriotic at 84 as he was at 75, 
when he_resigned his pastorate at the 
Grace Evangelical Luthéran church to 
offer himself as a chaplain for service 
in the world war and was refused be- 
cause of his age, the Rev. Thomas 
F. Dornblaser returned to Chicago 
yesterday from Berlin, Germany, for 
a short visit with friends here. 

It was his love for his son, Paul Lo- 
gan Dornblaser, who lost his life in one 
of the last engagements’ in which 
Americans participated during the late 
war, that took the aged minister to the 


land of his forefathers. For the last 
five years, he revealed yesterday; he 
has occupied himself wi the educa- 


tion of German youths who desire to 
come to America, acquainting them 
with the principles of democracy on 
which this country is built, and which 
his own grandfather sought when he 
came to the United States before the 
civil war. 

That work is the best memorial he 
could raise to his soldier son, and to it 
he will devote the remainder of his life, 
he said.

Fourth Called Imposter 
as Independence Day 


Prof. Marcus Jernegan of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago yesterday exposed 
the Fouth of July, citing letters of 
John Adams and the secret journal of 
congress to prove that it is an im- 
postor. 

Asgailing historians who give the 
garbled facts to the American people, 
Prof. Jernegan that “ curiously ” 
enough the Fourth has neither the 
claim .to be celebrated because inde- 
pendence was on that day first voted, 
nor because the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was signed on that day.” 

It was only July 2, he said, that the 
Pennsylvania Evening Post stated, 
“ This day the continenta] congress de- 
clared the United colonies free and 
independent states."" And it was on 
July 3 that John Adams wrote to his 
wife, “Yesterday the greatest ques- 
tion was decided which was ever de- 
bated in America.” Prof. Jernegan 
added that it was not until Aug. 2 
that the representatives of every one 
of the thirteen states had signed the
